Chinese to the United States shall de­ 
tain them until their rights of admis­ 
sion shall be ascertained.

pretty deep. 
Mr. Nolan s talk was 
the m ost 
conspicuous p art of last 
n igh t’s proceedings.

noshing with the strong petitions, 
but referred them to a committee of 
the 
whole, then J . 
H . 
Dicken­ 
son turned around in his chair and 
sarcastically remarked, “ Thusendeth 
the first ch ap ter.'’
